apartmont at 4905 Magazine Stroot. Ho said that this 
man was not very sociable and did not spoak to him or 
anyone elso in tho neighborhood. He said that this man 
Genorally sat on his lawn or on his porch roading. Ile 
said the man froquontly wore his bathing suit. Io said 
that he was undor the impression that OSWALD was not 
omployed inasmuch as ho was around tho apartmont most 
of the timo. iio said that hoe ofton wondored what source 
of income OSWALD had. Ie stated that OSWALD apparontly 
liked chicken inasmuch as ho observod frozen chickon 
thawing on OSWALD's kitchon window sill several timos 
a weok. EAMES furthor .advisod that his kitchen window 
is directly opposit OSWALD's and that ho had an unobstructed 
view of this window snd OSWALD's kitchen. EAMES said 
that an alley of approximatoly 15 foot in width separated 
his kitchen window from OSWALD's kitchen window. 
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EAMES said that he naver obsorvod OSWALD exhibit 
any guns. lo said that he did soe OSWALD in the main 
: branch of the Now Orleans Public Library on one occasion 
Ks and observed OSWALD frequently reading on his porch and 
lawn. 


lig said that the only peculiarity ho recalls 
about OSWALD was the fact that ho never spoka to anyone 
and that whon he spoke to his wife he spoke to her in 
a tone of a command and always in a foroign language, 
which ha believod to bo Russian, Iie said that tho OSWALDs 
never had any visitors as far as he know. EAMES further 
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advised that he rocalls that OSWALD always soomed to 
recoive an abundanco of mail.

Ho furthor advised that hoe rocalls sooing OSWALD doing 
his shopping at Winn-Dixie Supormarket, 4901 Prytania, 
New Orleans. 





Here sesin, evidence thet Oswald did not losd or unload the car hence could not 
heave moved the rifle from New Orleans to Irving.
